The work of the counterfeiters 


was characterized this afternoon by 
Stephen Council of the government 
secret service as the "cleverest al- 
tered money in the history of coun- 
terfeiting."* 


The conspiracy was revealed first 


through a wealthy Russian woman 
who was given a large amount of 
the altered bills before leaving 
Vladivostok in exchange for rou- 
bles.

Laws are now proposed 
siore dangerous than any that have 
thus far been passed, threatening in- 
justice to Japan, embroiling our re- 
lations with Japan and if enacted, 
creating among os an ever-growing 
group of Asiatics s-ho must perforce 
be loyal to their foreign Asiatic gov- 
ernments and to the land in -which 
they were born. 
Until the Asiatic 


question is settled on Christian prin- 
cipals, it will grow increasingly dif- 
ficult and dangerous. 


"The Asiatic question is one for 


national solution. 
Local legislation 
in California will be futile. It will 
but aggravate the 
problem.

gentlemen's agreement has served its 
day and should be superceded by 
laws determined by Congress and ad- 
ministered by American officials.

Miss Hocking 


says: 
"The idea which I intended to con- 


vey was that any smoking which may 
be going on iimong the women here 
should cease. 


"Therefore, I wish to state that 


tho generalities, upon which I based 
my statements, were used 
as mere 


journalistic ethics, and not because 
smoking 
is general 
or 
habitual 


among the Stanford women."

In Complete Confession, For- 


mer Deputy Tells How He 


Stole, for Two Years 


Uow ex-l-ieputy 
County Auditor 


Hamilton Lavalliere embezzled near- 
v $50 a week or $2500 a year from 
' iameda county over a period of two 
t>ars by forgery and incorrect en- 
ries in the redemption of property 
;old for taxes, was told today in a 
Complete confession made by Laval- 
iere. according to Deputy District 
Utorney Theodore Wittschen. The 
•otal loss exceeds J5000. Lavalliere 
intil today maintained he had taken 
>n!y tSOO. 


From August 21. 1318. until Oc- 


•ober. 1920. Lavalliere on 110 clif- 
'erern 
occasions 
unlawfully 
and 


"eloniously appropriated money ob- 
.ained from checks made payable to 
County Treasurer F. AV. Foss, he has 
just admitted. 


Lavnlliero. remanded to the county 


•jail after having pleaded guilty be- 
fore Superior Judge Quinn. today re- 
fused to see reporters, sending- word 
from his cf-1! that he did not care to 
add anything to the statement he 
hn'1 prison to "\Vitt5rlicTV 


The complete confession was made 


this morning following a thorough 
examination of the books and re- 
ceipts wihch Lavalliere had given to 
those who had sent in checks for 
the redemption 
of their property. 


Lavalliere admitted that on more 
than 100 occasions, sometimes three, 
and four times a day. but nearly 
always five or six times a month, he 
had cashed checks for taxpayers and 
had kept portions 
of the 
money 


ranging from 54 to S21S. 


Lavalliere pleaded guilty to the 


charge of embezzlement some days 
ago and his case was referred to 
Probation Officer Leonard Compton. 
Judge Quinn will hear Compton's 
report next week. 


The former deputy auditor main- 


tained today that he took the money 
for the liivng expenses of himself 
and his mother and "denied that he 
had spent it in gambling or in other 
ways. 
He said that when he had 


placed the amount taken at $800 he 
had not realized that he had cashed 
so many checks and that he had not 
thought his operations covered so 
great a period. 


A complete list of the defalcations 


made up by Wittschen indicate that 
scarcely a month passed that Laval- 
liere did 
not 
embezzle 
amounts 


ranging from $15 to $500 during'the 
perio'd indicated. 


The district' attorney today iras 


not in a position to say whether 
Lavalliere 
will 
make 
good 
the 


amount taken or not.
